By this time the remaining 
members in the house, six or seven in num­ 
ber, l)egan an indiscriminate fire on the ofti- 
cers end compelled them to retreat. Dowe went 
back to Eaglo Pass and informed Sheriff 
Ogleeby of w'hat had occurred.

made the second attack on the Mexicans at 8 
o’clock this morning.

a board and exposing it to 
a tempera­ 
ture below zero, w ithout the slightest effect. 
This featin-e renders it practicable to use the 
plaster in tho winter time either as mortar to 
lay bricks or as a plaster for interior use, 
without having the buihling heiited, thus sav­ 
ing quite an important expense. 
It will not 
shrink, swell or crack, and its general appear­ 
ance is the same as ordinary plaster; and the 
claims of the proprietors seem fully borne out 
by Ihe severe tests which have been applied.
